Asotin, Wash., Aug, 5.—Despite' the 


effort of the little victim's father;, sbsr- 
Iff Richards, of Asotin county, 
who 


kad sworn in twenty-five deputfeB to- 
g*ard the man, Wm. Hamilton,, a 
to-do farmer, the self-confessed mur- 
derer of Httle Mabel Richards, 
forcible taken from the Asotla 
lail, shortly after midnight, aad lyach- 
«d by a mob of over 1,000 men wha 
had been congregating all day yester- 
day, from all parts of Asotin county. 


About 1:25 o'clock this morning, a 


hand of masked men. their faces con- 
cealed with handkerchiefs, mrched 
up the street to the county jaiL 


The officers and guards were swept 


aside by the snob, the keys were tak- 
en from the jailer, the jail yard was 
flooded, and 'finally entrance was ef- 
fected late the jail pt«jper. Wi»en the 
cell containing tb<a guilty man was 
reached, QS iey could be found to 
fit It. It was necessary to saw and 
hack at the bars until the door could 
be opened. 


What transpired during the opera- 


tion or what had been s»id. will not 
he known until one of the lynchers 
makes public the details, but Hamil- 
ton, after about fifteen minutes delay, 
was dragged out of the cell, and down 
into the yard.

Tbe material for t';e gloves, as for 


ali woolen garments worn by the Pope, 
is made from the fleeco of a special 
flock of sheep dedicated to this pur- 
pose and" owned by a family that has 
since the middle of the sixteenth cen- 
tury enjoyed the privilege. 


From this head of fifty sheep a num- 


ber of lambs are set aside each year. 
Oa January 21 these lambs are taken 
to the Pope and in an Impressive cere- 
mony receive the papal blessing. After 
that they are kept for a year at a con- 
vent near Rosie and are cared for in 
the most elaborate and punctious fash- 
on. 


The year being passed, the lambs 


are shorn and the nuns weave 
the 


fleece into palliums for the Pope. 
The 


pallium, a long strip of white wool, 
adorned only by a gold cross at each 
end, is the most sacred of priestly vest- 
ments and is worn around the neck 
and body, the ends falling over the 
left shoulder. 


Many of the papal vestments are set 


with rich jewels and are stiff with gold 
•ind silver, but these gorgeous gar- 
ments are seldom worn sisce the Vati- 
can lost its temporal power and the 
Pope has given up grand public cere- 
monies. One of the jeweled robes, the 
famous cappa magna, or great, cape, 
is so thickly set t.-ith gems that its 
weight alone prevented the old and 
frail Pope from wearing it. 


Pope Leo XIII was fond of jewels 


and kept a remarkable collection of 
rings, hut only three of them are offi- 
cial. The fisherman ring, carved with 
a representation o* St. Peter fishing, Is 
the Pope's official signet ring and is 
destroyed at the death of the wearer, a 
duplicate being made for his succes-

ry only when an honest wasp ought 
to be so says the Chicago Chronicle. 
It is only natural that she will not 
endure having her neat torn 
down 


about her ears and her grubs and 
eggs killed befare her very eyes. She 
falls into a fine rage when boys, other 
folks or aaimals whom she fears come 
to» near her paper palace, and, like 
a brave soldier, fights against all odds 
in the defease of her home and never 
run* away. 


Hornets and yellow jackets belong 


to the genus respa, the sociable wasp 
—too sociable we think sometimes, 
when we are forced to bear the sting 
of their advances. They build nests 
of .paper inclosed by thick walls, and 
are one of the most interesting mem- 
bers of the insect world. 


If you want to learn a few things 


concerning their habits preyare a case 
consisting of a cardboard box without 
a cover, the top and sides being cover- 
ed with a wire netting. In the sides 
should be gaod-sizer slits, fcoth for 
ventilatioz and help to observation. 
They require little attention and are 
both instructive and amusing. A daily 
dewy leaf to drink from and a lumpt>f 
moist sugar furnish a feast for the 
most exacting wasp. 


To catch thera in an insect net is 


necessary. Seek out such flowers as 
appear to bo their favorites and then 
snare them. Having brought home a 
nice little company of half a dozen or 
so. you will SOOB discover many very 
remarkable things about them that 
heretofore you did nst know. 


You will find, first, that the hornet 


has a white '.ace and 
white 
body 


marks, while the yellow jackets are 
black, marked with bright yellow, and 
are smaller than hornets. Their sting 
is weaker and some ot them are no 
»larger than,flies. Both ot these wa?ps 


ave two compsund eyes, out of which 
hey see, and a group of three purely 
rnamental ones. These are worn in 
he center of the forward and are 
ensitive to light. It is said 
these 


rname;-.tal eyes are inherited by the 


wasp from her remote ancestors, the 
k'orra. 


The antennae, or feelers, are the 


most interesting features of the wasp's 
graceful bo.^y. 
They serve as ears, 


nose and tongue and are highly deco- 
ative as well. 


In addition to thcw are tiny hairs 


hat aid the wasp greatly in the sense 
of touch. 
If the antennae were re- 


moved, a wasp could not work or find 
'ooii. without aivimitg ever, rt-sessb- 
ing a nose, the wasp has a keen sense 
of smell. If you wish to be convinced 
of this bury a piece of meat noar its 
nest and it will seek it out immediate-

Mr*. Kate Bainer, a tenant of the 


third floor of the Union block. recelf- 
ci • telegram from Shreveport.
